JAMES GALLAWAY--Born ca 1740-45 Scotland, died intestate 1799 in Spring Garden, 
Rockingham Co, NC; md Elizabeth Spraggins (dau of Thomas & Maacah Spraggins of 
Halifax Co, Va) who married 2nd Joseph Gentry on 5 Jan 1802. He was son of 
Watson Gentry who married Theodocia Pondexter. 


As a resident of Guilford Co, NC, James Gallaway was a Patriot of the American 
Revolution. (Treasurer and Comptrollers Records - Revolutionary Army Accounts, 
Vol I, page 23, folio 2 - NC Division of Archives & Records, Raleigh, NC) 


It is likely that the most important service that Charles Gallaway or James 
Gallaway performed for the American Revolution was to offer their boats to fer- 
ry Gen Greene's men across the Dan River in 1781 into Halifax Co, VA where 
Greene could rest his men who had been retreating from Cornwallis and his men; 
and could add recruits and supplies. Gradually Gen Greene moved his troops 
back into Guilford Co where the Battle of Guilford Courthouse took place on 15 
Mar 1781. However logical, proof of this has not been found. 


According to an agreement, James Gallaway became a third partner in Gallaway 
and Company with Charles Gallaway and Constant Perkins. It is thought he had 
been serving as an apprentice under his uncle, Charles Gallaway, for some years. 


James Gallaway was serving in the General Assembly as Senator from Guilford 
Co when Rockingham Co was formed from Guilford by an Act of the General Assem- 
bly 28 Dec 1785. Both Charles and James, along with William Bethell, John May, 
and Abraham Phillips were delegates to the Constitional Convention in Hills- 
borough from 21 July to 4 Aug 1788.

As a resident of Rowan Co, NC, William Gannon enlisted for service in the Rev- 
olutionary War as a Private in July of 1780 in the company of Capt Peter QO! 
Neal, serving under Col Matthew Loche. On 1 Jan 1781, he enlisted for 12 
months in a company commanded by Capt William Cole and marched to Catawba 
where he was ordered to get corn for the army. He got 300 bushels and re- 
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turned in time to fight in the Battle of Catawba on 1 Feb 1781. He was next 
in the Battles of Guilford Court House and Eutaw Springs; then marched to Cam- 


den, SC where they captured 500 British prisoners and later received his dis- 
charge from Col Matthew Loche.

chel Edgar Chapter, NSDAR, dedicated a government marker at the grave of Wil- 

liam ace in the old Baptist Cemetery southeast of Vermilion, Illinois.

CHARLES GARNER (GARDNER )--Born ca 1749 in Endland, died Guilford Co, NC 1780 
when he became il] while in service during the Revolutionary War; married 
Eleanor Ann Strawmat (Stromat, Straumit). This information is from family 
records. 


As a resident of Guilford Co, NC, Charles Garner served in a militia regiment 
probably under the command of Col James Martin. The militia troops usually 
served tours of three to six months, particularly if the expedition was some 
distance from their homes. They also served as minutemen, being ready to leave 
on a minute's notice to help quell a more or less local uprising of Tories or 
handle some other emergency. 


It was for the service as a minutemen that record was found for Charles Gard- 
ner who was listed as being paid for eight days in the Revolutionary Army Ac- 
counts, Book 3, page 38 at the NC Archives in Raleigh. It is not unusual for 
the spelling of the name to differ but a check was run on other names on that 
list and they were found to be neighbors of Charles Garner, several of which 
had received an NC grant on the same day in December of 1778 as had Garner. 


Charles Gardner was also listed in Revolutionary Army Accounts, Vol VIII, page 
96, folio 3 as having received in May 1779 413:4:0 for Voucher #1810. Again,

On this 1st day of September 1834 personally appeared before the Justices of the Peace composeing the County 
Court of Pike County&€} James Manard a resident in the County of Pike and State of Kentucky aged Eighty three 
years of age, Who being first duly sworn according to law doth on his oath make the following declaration in order 
to obtain the benefit of the Act of Congress passed June 7 1832, that (he) entered the service of the United States 
under the following named Officers; and served as herein stated. To wit under Col. Benjamin Cleveland, Capt. 
Jesse Franklin, Leutenant Douglas in the County of Wilkes and State of North Carolina in the year 17?? in the 
month of August. The intention was for me to go the sea coast down about Charlestown in South Carolina, but 
some thing occurred which prevented the Wilkes troops from goeing to the South, it perhaps was owing to the 
tories being so bada€} He staid however and performed his service of six months after the tories and during that 
time the tories done considerable damage by killing and murdering the inhabitants that were friendly to the 
American liberals. As to his marches it was altogether in Wilkes which was very mountainous, and they were a 
refuge for them. These mountains he travirsiot so often in quest of them he cannot now recapitulate. The only 
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time he was out of the state was during that service was once. He followed some tories from Carolina to Virginia, 
what county I do not know if I ever did, but its where Grayson is now situated... During this service he was in no 
battles... One incident that occurred during that time was that Captain Knowles (Called Captain Nawls) who 
commanded another company from Wilkes County came up with another party of tories and in a conflict with 
them killed three tories. He reccolects one McKinney was one. He was killed on the Iron Mountain. Another man 
was killed on the head of New Rivér. They brought him to one John Coves and our company helped bury him. He 
was killed by us. M. Cook another and one James Cove went his security for his good behavior and he was 
released. This is all he can reccolect worthy of mentioning that occurred during this service. He was discharged in 
Wilkes. He has no recolection relative to his discharge or what became of it. He was a drafted man. 

2nd Tour... He entered again in the same County and State and same Col. Aforesaid as a volunteer but Capt. 
James Blevins was Captain for three months in the Spring 17??. He went against the tories in the County of Wilkes 
and? such was the situation in Wilkes and some of the adjacent counties that year (he) was compeled to be in 
motion from point to point to keep them down. He reccolects that shortly after his engagement, the tories came in 
and stole some horses. This was Wilkes. They done no other mischeif that he reccolects. He thinks that one of the 
tories was retaken in Surry County. He followed them with his company but was unable to overtake them. It was 
supposed that one Captain Gorrings who was an officer on the british side commanded the gang of tories. All that 
I reccolect that occurred during this tour was one Captain Gambrle a Whig Captain killed with the breach of his 
gun a tory whose name I have forgotten. He thinks his marches was alone confined to the county. He may have 
been outof it once but he is not certain of it. There was none but his own company along during his aforesaid 
term of service. These the circumstances that he can furnish as his memory is very defective. He was discharged 
and went home. 

3rd... He again entered the service for six months under same Col. Cleveland, Capt. William harden. This was in 
the same State and County and the thinks it was in July 17??. This was also to remain and keep down the tories in 
County and adjoining Counties. The only thing he now reccolects about his service as best aforesaid is this that 
the tories came into Wilkes and plundered and about three hundred of the Wilkes troops marched against them. 
They fled to the british. He scouted after them until his term expired and they ceased to do any more injury that 
winter. He was discharged and during the whole of his aforesaid service he served as a common soldier and he 
states no Continental officer served with him or any other kind of officers. He states he then resided in the back 
settlements of North Carolina and never seen any regular troops except Cleveland was a regular officer he never 
saw one. This is persons no living by whom I can prove my services by. I have not given the dates because I 
havenot a distinct reccolection of the dates. He states he has no documentary evidence in his favor and declares 
his name is not (on) the pension role of the agency of any state.

Answer He was drafted twice for six months and served three months as a volunteer. 


Question 5 State the names of some of the regular officers who were with the troops, where you served such 
continental and millitias Regiments as you can reccolect? 

Answer There were no continental officers or millitia regiments that served with me during my service except 
those given in the declaration. He knew a great many officers during the revolution but none that served with him 
but his own officers. When he was first drafted it was to go to the South, a considerable distance down the 
country near Charlestown but some thing took place that prevented the company going to the South. Different 
orders were received to stay and keep down the tories in the adjoining counties. He timed out this tour, and 
served another three months tour as a volunteer and served another tour of six months. The dates I cannot 
remember. All of his service was performed in the State of N. Carolina with one or two exceptions he was in 
Virginia after the tories. Many little occurences transpired such as thefts and murdering but he was in no battles. 
Passing? not gone to the South with General Greene. In no section of North Carolina was there half so many 
tories as were in Randolph, Rowan and Burke and the mountainous lands of Wilkes County, Cleveland having a 
great many and many were killed.

Callovay - that she was not married to their father prior to his leaving the 
service. This statement was contrary to what she stated when she was of sound 
mind and memory. James Martin, esq. who drew up the declaration, died at his 
residence in Wilkes County about eight years ago.

20° Sept.:, 11854, Personally appeared before James Gambirtih, J.P., 
James Holloway,.a résftdént of Ashe .€o., who declares he was born 4 April, '1770 
and lived in Wilkes Co. with his father, Stephen Holloway near the head of Roaring 
River near foot of Blue Ridge, and a neighbor of Ambrose Hammons, who !ived two 
miles below him on the-river. About a year after the Battle of Kings Mountain 
he was present at Ambrose Hammons! house and saw his daughter, Mary Hammons 
married to Capt. Samuel Johnson by William Hammons, a Baptist minister. James 
Holloway's father let him live with Capt. Johnson during the balance of the war. 
Capt. Johnson went on one or two tours of service west of the Blue Ridge and was 
wounded in the Battle of Kings Mountain. His father's name was Jeffrey Johnson 
and ho lived on the left bank of the Yadkin River a few miles below Wilkesboro. 
he (Holloway) was 14 at the close of the war. 


Ashe Co., 20 Sept., 1854 John Tolliver appears, Says he jis 91 or 92 and lived 
in Wilkes Co. where he was wel | acquainted with Capt. Samuel Johnson. He never 
Knew or heard of any other Capt. Johnson in war time. He knew hIs father Jeffrey 
Johnson, an old man at the time of the war, and he knew Mary Hammons, daughter 
of Ambrose, who married Capt. Johnson towards the latter part of the war. After 
Toliver and his mother moved west of the Blue Ridge he saw Capt. Johnson with 
Capt. Martin Gambill on expeditions against the Tories. He acted as a guide 
for the parties. His two older brothers, Jesse and Moses Toliver were both with 
him on these two expeditions. His brothers had been in the expedition to Kings 
Mountain but did not reach the battle ground until after the battle had been 
fought and won. His two brothers are now dead. For the last 30 years he has 
seen little of Mrs. Mary Johnson as she lived 20 miles from him.

REYNOLDS, ELISHA - widow JUDITH - W060 - Pvt & Lieut in Co commanded by 
Capt Cleveland in N. C. Militia 13 mos & 23 days. Inscribed on Roll of 
N. C. at rate $75.50 per annum to commence 4 March 1831. Wilkes County, 
N. C. Court of P&QS 30 October 1832 came ELISHA REYNOLDS aged 78 yrs & 
made his declaration. Resided in Spring 1776 in the part of Surry County 
that became Wilkes, on the Yadkin River & has resided in same part of the 
county since. Ent service in 1776 under Capt Wm Lenoir to serve as Indian 
Spy on New River where Ashe County Court House now stands. In August same 
year volunteered for expedition agst Cherokee Indians under Capt Benjamin 
Cleveland, commanded by Col Martin Armstrong, the whole force ca 3,000 men 
under chief command of Gen Rutherford. Met at head of Catawba, marched to 
Indian villages on Tenn. River, retd & was discharged at Pleasant Gardens at 
head of Catawba, a tour 3 mos. In fall 1777 volunteered with ca 40 or 50 
others under Capt Robert Cleveland & Licut Wm. Lenoir agst party of ca 400 
Or 500 Tories, but before reached scene of operation Tories had been dis- 
persed by the Va Militia, a tour 3 wks. In summer 1780 was in Battle of 
Ramseur's Mi1] in Lincoln County under Capt. Cleveland agst Tories, also 
met Tories in forks of Yadkin & proceeded agst them there. In fall 1780 
a strong body of Tories under Ferguson roamed the country about the Broad 
& Catawba Rivers. Col Ben Cleveland & Capt Lenoir again marched at the 
head of the volunteers from this part of the country to attack. On Cain 
Ck in Rutherford Co a junction was formed with forces from Virginia & 
Washington County & the attack was made at Kings Mountain. Sd Reynolds 
horse being disabled he was left with the guard for the baggage about 30 
miles from the battle. The Battle was fought on 8th October. On the 2nd 
day afterwards the baggage guard joined the army at Col Walkers in S. C. 
There were ca 700 or 800 prisoners, 20 of their leaders were court martialed 
& hung with the exception of one who escaped. Sd Reynolds marched with 
guard on the prisoners to the Moravian Town but being sick, was brought 
home, a tour of ca 3 mos. In the Summer 1730 went with Cleveland as Vol 
on an expediticn to the Catawba in Burke Co to give protection to such 
Tories as were disposed to comply with the terms of the governor's pro- 
clamation & Ent into service of their country. This tour ca 3 weeks. 
Late in summer 1781 Gen] Rutherford was on campaign agst Torics near 
Georgetown & sd Reynolds marched as a Lieut under Capt Samuel Johnson & 
Jamor Frank Hargrove to join him, but for some reason they were ordered 
back. This tour ca 7 weeks. In following winter as a Licut marched under 
Capt Samuel Johnson & Col Elisha Isaacs with body Militia agst Tories under 
Fanning on Deep River, a tour of 3 mos. In summer 1781 joinad (blurred) 
of Georgia & under Capt Lenoir marched to Orange County where was sent with 
an express to Major Preston of Virginia with permission to return home at 
end of this service, ca 3 or 4 weeks. Performed one other short term of 
service of ca one week when with small party from Wilkes Co Vol for purpose 
of recapturing Col Cleveland who was a prisoner with the Tories on New River. 
The two terms performed as a Lieut were under the appointment of the Colonel 
of the County & commission now in his possession (& included with pension 
papers-rta) was not issued by governor until Jan 1, 1782.

By a vote of 4 to athe 
Washington Township Board 
has ratified a contract with the 
International Association - of 
Firefighters Local 3299, AFL- 
CIO-CLC. 

The contract is for four 
years, an increase in duration 
from the 
ratified in 1991, 

A firefighter beginning with 
the department in 1993-94 will 
receive a_ starting salary of 
$20,000, which will increase to 
$32,319 by 1999-97, 

For 1993-94, the first year 
of the contract, the wage is de- 
termined by multiplying the 
current wage step by 2.5 per- 
cent and adding an annual in- 
crement to bring the salary in 
line with firefighters in neigh- 
oring communities, 

or the next three years, 
the wage is determined by the 
previous year’s wage step mul- 
tiplied by the sa ary adjust- 
ment granted the township’s 
non-union employees or two 
percent, whichever is greater, 
plus the annual increment. 

The contract also calls for 
the full-time firefighters to re-
